Lawsuit Alleges Hotel 


Hurt by Barring Jews 

MIAMI BEACH (JP)—A Jew- 
ish part-owner of a hotel has 
sued to have the hotel’s restric- 
tive clause lifted because he al- 
leges it has cut the property’s 
income. 


Henry Hohaaiser, a local archi- 
tect, claims in his suit that 
Griam, Inc., in which he owns 
stock, leased the Blue Horizon 
hotel in Surfside to a corporation 
headed by Edwin O'Leary al- 
though it knew O’Leary would 
change the hotel’s policy from 
non-restrictive to bar Jews. 

Hohauser maintains that the 
“un-American restriction against 
Jewish guests” has cut into the 
income of the hotel so much that 
Stockholders are receiving no div- 
idends. His suit asks for receiv- 
ership and liquidation of assets.

To Drop Substantially 


NEW YORK (JP)—Immigrant 
aid programs in many Jewish 
ecomunities will probably be cut 
sharply because of the steadily 
declining rate of Jewish 
gration into the United States, 
the Council of Jewish Federa- 


tions and Welfare Funds has 
reported. 
However, the approximately 


7,000 Jewish immigrants expect- 
ed this year will still require sub- 
stantial community aid until they 
become self sufficient. Also, a 
substantial number of long-term 
dependents .from previous immi- 
gration years will continue to} 
rely on community assistance 
because many of them are aged, 
sick and without breadwiners in| 
the family. Some of them would| 
be in danger of deportation if 
they became public charges. 


Immigration in the next three! 
years is expected to bring in a! 
total of 15,000 Jewish persons, a 
figure well below the large num- 
bers of immigrants who arrived| 
in the peak post-war immigra- 
tion years.

ALTHOUGH LIEBERMAN was 
born 53 years ago in Lodz, Po- 
land, and studied in the Luba- 
vitcher Yeshiva until he was 16, 
it was in Russia that he first con- 
ceived the desire to paint. 

“It was there, in their famous 
museums and galleries, that I 
first saw the work of the French 
impressionists. They were my 
first teachers.” As he speaks, 
Lieberman keeps adjusting his 
skull cap and running his finger 
through his mottled beard. “But 
I didn’t stay in Russia. I re- 
turned to Eastern Poland, got 
married and raised a family.” 


To support his wife and two 
children Lieberman did some 
commercial art work and taught. 
At the same time he continued 
his studies in the history of art. 
He studied pre-Renaissance and 
Renaissance painters as well as 
French, Persian and Indian art. 

“But I wasn’t really satisfied,” 
he recalls. “I felt God had given 
me a gift and I wasn’t using it.”

FULFILLMENT CAME in a 
way he hadn't anticipated; it 
brought tragedy in its wake. 

When the Russians entered 
Eastern Poland in 1939 they re- 
cruited Lieberman into a labor 
battalion. He was sent to Siberia 
and it was there he began to 
paint seriously, He painted not 
only the village scenes with 
which he had been familiar, but 
also his deeply compassionate 
portraits of Korean, Russian and 
ChineSe fellow soldiers. 

He saw tha work of many mod- 
ern Russian painters and thought 
some of them very good. 

After the war Lieberman re- 
turned to his home town to dis- 
cover that his wife and two chil- 
dren had been killed by the Nazis. 
There was nothing left for him 
in Poland so he — to

PARIS, AS IT HAD done for 
so many artists before him, gave 
Lieberman his first success. His 
work was accepted for exhibition 
with a selection of the work of 
several well-established painters. 
He stayed in Paris for three years 
and then went to London. 

“In London I had my greatest 
success so far. I had two exhibi- 
tions, one of them a one-man 
show to which some very famous 
collectors came and bought my 
paintings.” 

Lieberman liked London as 
well as English customs. 

“What I liked about the Eng- 
lish is that government and busi- 
ness are matters which occupy 
them only until five o’clock,” he 
observed. “After five they devote 
themselves to matters of geist 
(spirit).”

THINKING HE WOULD be 
better off financially, Lieberman 
came to the United States two 
years ago. Here he has had two 
exhibits, one at Duveen house 
and the one now at Congress 
house, but he hasn’t had too much 
luck financially. To support him- 
self he’s working in a factory, 
spraying colors on silk ties. 

“Unfortunately this isn’t the 
Renaissance when a painter could 
rely on his patron,” is how Lie- 
berman looks at it. “I could 


have some commercial art work 
to do, but I prefer working in a 
factory and working on my. paint- 
ings part-time.”

“The Music Lesson,” an excellent example of Chenoch Lieberman’s work, 













Litberman, whose Orthodox 
Jewish learning is infused with 
a thorough knowledge of Judeo 
Christian culture, believes that 
artistic inspiration has a religious 
source and that the artist must 
devote himself to art as the re 
ligious man devotes himself te 
his religion. Hence his admira- 
tion for medieval monastic artists 
who devoted themselves entirely 


to paintings and prayer,

ONLY THROUGH such devo- 
tion, he believes, can the artist 
arrive at the truly individua: ex- 
pression for which all artists 
strive. 

Asked which of his paintings 
he prefers, Lieberman laughs. 

“When I first finish them I 
don’t like any of them. There's 
always something which I feel I 
could have done better. But 
every once in a while, when [I 
look at one of my old paintings, 
I am amazed that I once could 
have done so well.” 

With the annihilation of six 
million Jews, an oki and devel- 
oped culture was forever de- 
stroyed. But on the canvases of 
Chenoch Lieberman that culture 
is being preserved for men in the 
future to know. .

A New Appreach 


Pate eeray the founders of the new 
Reform congregation in Cincinnati 
are very careful to clothe their announce- 
ment in dignified language, it is clear to 
those who read carefully that this is a 
revolutionary new appreach to Reform 
Judaism. 

The announcement uses the word 
“traditional” in several significant places. 

The new congregation is to be “affir- 
matively Jewish in a liberal-Reform in- 
terpetation of traditional Judaism,” the 
announcement reads at one place. 

At another it stresses that the “wor- 
ship (will) retain the rich emotion of 
tradition.” 


In his amplification to The Post re- 
porter, Rabbi Stanley .Brav explains to 
just what extent his new congregation 
will embody the idea of a return to tradi- 
tion. Talises will be worn on the pulpit, 
traditional melodies will be incorporated 
into the service, aliyes will be given, and 
bar and bas mitzvah encouraged. 

If such a new congregation would be 
proposed anywhere but in Cincinnati, it 
would still be a matter of discussion. Bui 
Cincinnati is the seat of Reform in the 
U.S., the home of the revered Rabbi Isaac 
Mayer Wise, the locale of Hebrew Union 
College, and the one city which is most 
associated with Reform.

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~ A MAN NAMED SCHWARTZ HAS OPENED 
A TREASURE HOUSE TO THE PUBLIC

ST of us are indifferent and often oblivious to the sounds 
which inhabit our days. Those from the street we no longer 


near; they belong to subconscio 


usness. Those in the home have 


for so long been part of the warp and woof of daily life that they 
pave no separate identities. Sounds indigenous to regions, people, 


and walks of life impinge mo- 
mentarily in our minds, then for- 
ever are lost in the eternal hum 


that forms the 
packground of 
life.

In the July 23 issue of The Post 
Rabbi Israel Tabak is quoted as 
stating at the meeting of the Rab- 
binical Council of America, ‘“Re- 
form and Conservative Jews 
should not be considered mem- 
bers of the ‘Torah true’ religious 
Jewish community, although they 
are stid members of the Jewish 
community.” 





I would like to know by what 
authority one Jew can designate 
another Jew as “Torah true” or 
not. In the United States there 
is no organic, legally constituted 
Jewish community which recog- 
nizes a central authority. In the
